PASTOR RESIGNS.

Mr. Hunt to Leave Washington
Heights Church.

Rev. E. Lawrence Hunt, pastor of the
Washington Heights Presbyterian Church,
at the meeting of the congregation last
night, announced his intention of request¬
ing the presbytery to dissolve the pastoral
relations between himself and the church
and asked the congregation to Join with
him in the request. He earnestly urged that
the congregation unanimously accede. It
was clearly shown by the meeting that a

very large majority of the congregation
was opposed to the resignation being ac¬

cepted, and a resolution being offered,
which spoke of the splendid record of Mr.
Hunt in the church as a pastor, a preacher
and a iran. expressed absolute confidence
in him and stated that the congregation
w.is unwilling to Join with him in a re¬
quest to dissolve the pastorate and in¬
structing any commissioners to oppose such
a move before the presbytery was unani¬
mously adopted. Mr. Hunt, after thanking
the congregation for this expression of con¬
fidence and esteem, reiterated his absolute
determination to Insist on the presbytery
relieving him of this charge and again re¬
quested the congregation to Join with him
in going to the presbytery.
After this statement by the pastor a mo¬

tion providing that In view of the attitude
of the pastor, the congregation reluctantlyacceded to the request, was adopted.Four months' extra salary was voted the
retiring pastor. Mr. Hunt, It is under¬
stood, will retire September 1.
The Washington Heights Church was or¬

ganized only four years ago. and Mr. Hunt
has officiated there during its entire life.
He has been remarkably successful Ih build¬
ing up the church, and great regret is ex¬
pressed by his people at his determination
to change the field of his work.

He accepted the position In
the bureau on condition that he would be
allowed to complete a contract for fifty por¬
traits that he was engraving at the time
of his appointment.
He had engraved all the congressional

memorials for the past fifteen years, in¬
cluding those of Senator Piatt, Senator
Hanna and Senator Quay. At the time of
his death he was engraving the memorial
portrait of Senator Bate of Tennessee. His
wife and two daughters survive him.
Among the beautiful floral offerings on the

casket was a large piece from his asso¬
ciates of the engraving division of the bu¬
reau as a tribute of their friendship and
esteem.
Interment was at Rock Creek cemetery.
